OUR COUSINS DOWN UNDER 

When you are shopping for Christ¬ 
mas or at any other time, why not 
ask for Australian raisins and dried 
fruits at the grocers and Australian 
wines at the Liquor store? The Aus¬ 
tralians feel they have not received a 
square deal in the treaty they made 
with Canada inasmuch as Canada is 
buying next to nothing from them 
while they are purchasing heavily 
from us. In this valley we may not 
benefit very much from Australian 
purchases but they do in Powell Riv¬ 
er and other newsprint centres, and 
anything that will make the province 
more prosperous must help us a little. 
Moreover, many of the farms from 
which these raisins and dried fruits 
come are run by returned men who 
have gone into the industry since the 
war and are struggling hard to re¬ 
establish themselves. So when you 
buy Australian raisins you indirectly 
help them. Mr. J. W. Grandjean, of 
the Ford Motor company, who has 
just returned from Australian, says 
that Canada uses 21,000 tons per an¬ 
num of raisins and dried fruits and if 
only 50 per cent of these came from 
Australia it would mean an addition ' 
of two million dollars^to-the trade 
from Canada. A.s to wines, Canada 
imports 600,000 gallons from France, 
Spain and Portugal and very little 
from Australia, yet the Australian 
wines are excellent. If we don’t show 
a little more reciprocity, the Austral¬ 
ians may denounce the treaty and 
thereby throw a good many Canadian 
workmen out of a job.—Comox Ar¬ 
gus. 


NEED OF REPOSE 

“Living in the midst of constantly 
worldly occupations and social duties 
it is morally certain that without 
some spiritual aid our faith is weak¬ 
ened as also is our grasp on the spir- 
itual life of the soul anti our duties 
toward God and our neighbor. I 
think there never was a more hurried 
period, a time more exacting in its de¬ 
mands upon all our physical and men¬ 
tal resources, at the present time, and 
especially here in America. The days 
are filled with nervous activities 
which become so urgent that even the 
night is no longer the time for rest. 
Competition in every line of business, 
trade and professional life is so keen, 
that to achieve even mediocre success 
nowadays, means such a complete de¬ 
votion to work that there is little 
time left for recuperation of the very 
forces which are most needful to car¬ 
ry on work. So that even the wealth¬ 
iest now have no leisure, which used 
to be the consideration of everyone, 
once he was able to amass sufficient 
means to allow it. Clever, able tal¬ 
ented men find their forces exhausted 
before they arrive even at middle age. 
They have acquired the habit of whip¬ 
ping their poor jaded forces until 
they fall. And this is called ‘dying in 
harness,’-as If it were some Species of 
glorious heroism. Now, what is the 
remedy for this? There must be a 
remedy, otherwise life would not be 
worth living, success would not be 
worth attaining, the candle would not 
be worth the burning. The only rem¬ 
edy for the excess and for the tyrany 
of what in the end is only purely mon¬ 
etary success is Repose—physical, 
mental, and above all, spiritual re¬ 
pose; time to think as well as to do; 
tinje to deliberate a.s well as to act; 
time to plan as Weil as to execute. 
And above all, to think, to deliberate, 
and to plan for that which is eternal, 
not merely that which tomorrow will 
turn to ashes.’’—Cardinal O’Connell. 


When one reads his newspaper he 
may ponder on the tremendous 
amount of paper consumed daily by 
the thousands of newspapers publish¬ 
ed Jn this globe, but the chances are 
he supposes relatively little paper is 
consumed for other purposes. The 
fact is that the uses for paper are so 
numerous that the layman can no 
longer tell what is and what is not 
made of paper. All are familiar with 
paper for reading matter and paper 
for writing ■ material; with paper for 
wrapping; with wall paper, paper par 
titions and paper novelties, toys and 
ornaments; with paper profits and 
fortunes on paper. Many of the most 
important usages of paper are un¬ 
known as such to the average man. 
There are paper wheels for railroad 
cars, for instance. Fire buckets are 
often paper beneath their bright coats 
of red paint. Recently paper barrels 
have appeared on the market. The 
latter are made of coiled paper rope 
and are lighter, stronger and cheaper 
than their wooden prototypes. Legion 
are the domestic uses of paper pro¬ 
ducts. Shelves are covered with pa¬ 
per, paper is used - to start the fire 
and line the garbage can. Paper un¬ 
der the rug and table cloth protect 
the rug and the • polished table-top. 
The window' washer is learning from 
the jeweler and optician that paper 
has no peer as a glass polisher and 
cleaner. As all but the finer grades 
of paper are made from wood pulp it 
is not surprising that the paper-con¬ 
suming public, and that includes ev¬ 
erybody in the civilized world, is con¬ 
cerned over future sources of timber 
supply for the paper mills. 

WHY BUY SO HEAVILY 

Why should Canada buy so heavily 
from United States? The trade bal¬ 
ance is ever against us. It’s about 
time a reciprocal feeling was shown 
by the United States towards Canada. 
If we are her best customer then she 
should treat us different than she does 
at present. Whenever a (^jmadian 
product finds a market in the United 
States then a tariff revision takes 
place ''which closes that market 
against us. In other words the Unit¬ 
ed States wants us to do all the buy¬ 
ing. Well, we would suggest that our 
tariffs be just as active aaginst Unit¬ 
ed States products as theirs is against, 
ours. A little of their own medicine 
will not hurt them. Another thing we 
wonder at is why we have to deal so 
largely with United States when we 
might be trading within the Empire 
for the benefit of our own united 
countries. Surely we can find what 
we want without going to the States 
and rolling up a trade balance that is 
aaginst US.—Kincardine Review.

These fortunes have not been 
made through super-human manage¬ 
ment nor perhaps by glaring illegiti- 
average management by quite ordin- 
mate methods. They are the fruits of 
ary human beings, which may at lea.-t 
just as easily be accomplished by the 
W’heat Pool as by private concerns. 
Under the pooling system, the profits 
revert to the patrons, which is as it 
should be. They perform a more use¬ 
ful function there than in the pockets 
of a set of shareholders—Farm and 
Ranch Review.

Men who refuse to go to work in 
the harvest fields at six dollars a day 
and their board, but hold out. for eight 
dollars a day and board, are not har¬ 
vesters, but loafers. There is likely 
to be general approval of the attitude 
of the Calgary police authorities in 
ordering these men who are endeav¬ 
oring to hold up the farmers of the 
district for a virtually impossible 
wage to go either to work at the re¬ 
muneration offered or “move on.” It 
is a sorry spectacle often witnessed in 
western cities about this time of year 
—and Regina is no exception—of so 
called harvest hands loitering about 
employment offices affirming they 
want work and then refusing it when 
willing farmers seek their services. 
They are deserving of no sympathy 
and prompt police action is justified. 
Many good harvest hands come out of 
the east, but unfortunately there are 
usually among them a certain element 
who combine both laziness and selfish 
ness. They are more a curse to the 
west than an asset and might better 
have remained at home. The west is 
in no mood to tolerate them and the 
sooner they become seized of this fact 
the better.—Regina Leader. 

BUY CANADIAN XMAS GIFTS 

Application of the Produced-in- 
Christmas gifts is being urged on all 
its members by the Canadian Manu¬ 
facturers’ Association. A special card 
Canada principle to the purchase of 
is being prepared for early distribu¬ 
tion directing the attention of the 4,- 
200 members of the organization to 
the desirability of purchasing articles, 
produced in Canada for gifts, instead j 
of imported articles and suggesting 
that this policy be recommended to all 
employees of Canadian factories and 
their families. It is pointed out that 
2,500,000 people in Canada live on the 
wages paid in Canadian factories and 
that if all these 4fsk for '‘Produced-in- 
Canada” goods between now and 
Christmas, a tiemendous demand will 
be created.

100,000 MORE PEOPLE 

Alberta coal mines, with an output 
capacity of 14,000,000’ to 15,000,000 
tons, are producing only about 6,000,- 
000 tons a year. Ontario could be a 
market for 4,000,000 tons of Alberta 
coal if it could be shipped at a freight 
rate that would enable it to compete 
with American coal. Getting such a 
market would mean increasing em¬ 
ployment in the Alberta mines 66 per 
cent. It would keep in Canada $50,- 
000,000 now paid out to American coal 
miners and railways. That $50,000,- 
000 would provide employment for 
20,000 more workmen in Canada, di- 
lectly. That would be the same thing 
as settling down in Canada another 
city of the size of Ottawa. Feeding, 
housing, clothing and providing gen¬ 
erally for the wants of those 20,000 
workmen and their families would 
provide employment for almost an 
equal number. Keeping that $50,000, 
000 a year working in Canada would 
mean that it would be turned over at 
least twice, perhaps three times, in 
the course of a year. — 

Sending it out of the country, it 
is a total loss. It would be sound 
business for ^the Dominion govern¬ 
ment to pay out of the federal treas¬ 
ury any actual loss sustained by the 
railways in giving a freight rate that 
would enable Ontario to burn Alberta 
coal.—Winnipeg Tribune.

MUSHROOM CULTURE 


The artificial cultivation of mush¬ 
rooms is very difficult and often re¬ 
sults in failure, nevertheless, with 
suitable conditions and the exercise of 
care and perseverance, satisfactory 
results are attainable. A book on 
“Mushrooms and Toadstools” receat- 
ly published by the Botany Division 
of the Dominion Experimental Farms 
gives detailed information on the 
growing of these fungi. The suitabil¬ 
ity of the quarters used is of great 
importance. Outdoor cultivatioh can¬ 
not be recommended for this counutry. 
So far as amateur growers are con- 
ceriled mushroom culture will be con¬ 
fined, for reasons of convenience, to 
cellars, either below dwellings, or the 
kind used for storing roots. The 
possibility of maintaining the requis¬ 
ite temperature and degree of mois¬ 
ture is essential. The air should be 
kept at 50 to 60 degrees F. Nothing 
is more detrimental to the growth of 
mushrooms than sudden drops in tem¬ 
perature or the absence of a system 
of ventilation to regulate the moisture 
in air and bed. Carefully prepared 
manure, as described in the volume, is 
a necessity. The mushroom beds may 
be situated either on the cellar floor 
or be arranged in a series of shelf¬ 
like tiers along the walls. The best 
spawn to use is “pure-culture spawn” 
obtainable from most dealers. If the 
attempt is a success the mushrooms 
will begin to appear about 6 or 8 
weeks after the spawn has been dis¬ 
tributed. The book, which deals most 
ly with the indentification of different 
species, is sold by the King’s Printer, 
at Ottawa, for a nominal charge of 
one dollar.

Asked if the Ford 
Motor Company can -do nothing to 
stop this stock selling campaign in 
Canada, Mr. Campbell stated that two 
years ago when another organization 
began similar activities his company 
was successful in securing a tempor¬ 
ary restraining order from the New 
York State attorney-general. The re 
suit was that the company immediate¬ 
ly suspended and wfis quickly organ¬ 
ized and require so little capital that 
it would be impossible to keep pace 
with them though the issuance of re¬ 
straining orders. 

Data relating to Ford of Canada’s 
growth and activities is used in a 
prspectus sent but by the American 
stock-selling organization. This in¬ 
formation, Mr. Campbell stated, is 
used entirely without authority and 
the Ford Motor Company of Canada 
emphatically recommends against the 
purchase of these fractional shares.-

FUEL WASTAGE ABOUT WHEAT POOL 

Informative Article by Engineers in Wood in Radio Talk Asks Grain 

the Matter of Preventable Fuel Trade Tell What They Paid for 
Wastage in Houses Wheat and Their Profits 


With the advent of the heating 
season, householders are again for¬ 
cibly reminded that the daily grind of 
furnace operation and the frequent 
removal of ashes is at hand. Do they 
.realize that in many modern houses 
an appreciable amount of fuel and 
labor are wasted by the escape of 
heat? and that the prevention of this 
heat loss is simple and inexpensive as 
compared to the savings effected? In¬ 
vestigators have found that approxi¬ 
mately 75 per cent of Canadian hous¬ 
es allow excessive heat leakage which 
in many instances dissipates the equi¬ 
valent of from 20 to 60 per cent of 
the fuel consumed. Unfortunately 
the only visual manifestation 'of this 
waste is seen in winter shortly after 
a snow storm. The heat passing 
through the roofs melts the snow, 
leaving the upper part of the roof 
either wholly or partially bare while 
the garage, verandah and eaves still 
bear an unbroken covering of white. 
Too often even this warning remains 
unnoticed. When it is realized that at 
best domestic furnaces and stoves de¬ 
liver but 60 to 60 per cent of the 
theoretical heat contained in fuel to 
the house interior, the importance of 
conserving the greatest possible 
amount of this available heat is at 
once apparent. What then is the 
remedy? According to a bulletin en¬ 
titled ‘‘Why You Should Insulate 
Your Home,” issued at Ottawa by the 
Natural Resources Intelligence Ser¬ 
vice for ttye. Dominion Fuel Board, the 
logical remedy is in the incorpora¬ 
tion of a Suitable thickness of an in¬ 
sulating material in the walls and 
roof of new houses. The heat retain¬ 
ing qualities of houses already built 
may also be considerably improved 
by applying insulation, particularly in 
the roof. It is estimated by the Re¬ 
sources Service engineers that a prop 
erly insulated house will save at 
least $50 per year in fuel bills and 
provide a maximum of comfort. Cop¬ 
ies of the bulletin in question may be 
obtained free on request from the Di¬ 
rector, Natural Resources Intelligence 
Sendee, Department of Interior, Ot¬ 
tawa. 

THE HOG MARKET 

Many farmers throughout the prov¬ 
ince have been raising large numbers 
of hogs and of late they have been 
puzzled with regards to unreasonable 
fluctuations in prices quoted at Win¬ 
nipeg and Calgary. The Strathmore 
Standard referring to this point says: 
The hog market is one that is keen¬ 
ly sensitive for the reason that it is 
international and not local, and this 
(Particularly applies to Alberta, which 
produces a surplus, and hence is gov¬ 
erned by thelaw ofsupply and demand. 
The Calgary market has witnessed 
fluctuations from $13.50 to as low as 
$9.50, with a spread variation in com¬ 
parison with Winnipeg from being 
$1.50 higher than the latter, to 60c 
lower during the a period of less than 
two months. The Winnipeg market 
at times was $3.00 ovey the Toronto 
quotations and again $1.00 lower. The 
market is subject not only to local 
conditions, but must meet both the 
British and American situation. 

YOUTH AND OLD AGE 

As sister of the ex Kaiser, Princess 
Victoria of Schamburg-Lippe, 61 
years old, was married at Bonn, Ger¬ 
many on November 19 to Alexander 
Subkoff, a 27 year old Russian emi¬ 
gre. He was formerly a commercial 
traveller, cabin boy on a Finnish 
steamer, sailor on a Norwegian ship 
and now a brother-in-law of former 
Emperor of Germany, who was greats 
ly opposed to the marriage. Long be¬ 
fore her marriage in 1890 to Prince 
Adolph of Schaumburg-Lippe, Prin¬ 
cess ^Victoria fell deeply in love with 
Prince Ferdinand, later King of Bul¬ 
garia. But politics came between 
them. Bismarck, the iron chancellor, 
is said to. have halted the romance. 
The Princesss’ husband died in 1916. 
She met Subkoff at a tennis match. 
It was a case of love at first sight 
and not even the ludicrously short- 
borrowed tennis flannels the penniless 
Subkoff wore made him look any less 
the ideal lover to the elderly Princess 
There have been reports that the 
Princess underwent a rejuvenation 
operation recently, but she spiritedly 
denied it. “I did no rejuvenation,” 
she said. “I do not intend to be old.” 

TRELLE AT CHICAGO 

With the international livestock ex¬ 
position ready to open its doors on 
( November 25. Chicago already is 
crowded with farmers from all parts 
of America and Canada, with .exhibits. 
A number of entries in the hay and 
grain show are already on hand. 
Among those which have arrived is 
the entry is Herman Trelle, the “Can¬ 
adian wonder man’’ who last year 
astounded the show by winning 
sweepstakes in both wheat and oats. 
Trelle, who hails from Wembley, 
Peace River, Alberta, was the first 
man to take both sweepstakes. Fur¬ 
ther he won the wheat championship 
for Canada after it had been away 
from there for a year, and the oats 
championship for the Dominion after 
a long interval in the States. Other 
Canadians also did well in the grain 
show, and nearly all of the winers of 
1926 are entered again this year, and 
besides there are many new faces 
from Canada are there. 

CLOSED FOR 120 YEARS 

As a result of the efforts of the 
Bishop of Piacenza, the ancient 
church of San Rocco, which has been 
closed for over a hurfthed and twen¬ 
ty years, since the time of Napoleon, 
has been reopened for religious ser¬ 
vices. Closed at the order of Napol¬ 
eon, the historic building was used 
successively as a barracks, a stable 
and a storage warehouse for coal. In 
commemoration of the six hundredth 
anniversary of its erection, however, 
it has now been saved from further 
profanation by a complete restoration 
carried out under the direction of the 
bishop, who then reconsecrated and 
blessed it. 

J. G. Lethbridge, progressive mem¬ 
ber for Middlesex, Ontario, was chos¬ 
en leader of the U.F.O., succeeding 
Mr. Raney. 


I have been asked to talk a few 
minutes this evening to the Alberta 
Wheat Growers about the Wheat Pool 
I will have to confess that it is with 
some reluctance that I have consented 
to do so. The Canadian \X%eat Pool 
has been in operation for the last 
three years, and I think I am safe in 
saying that during that time we have 
seen wheat sold at higher price levels 
than in any other like period during 
normal times in fifty years. We all 
know, even the oldest inhabitants, 
what has happened to the price of 
wheat in normal times during the 
whole of our life time. We all know 
what the mobilized selling of our 
wheat did to the price in 1919, not¬ 
withstanding the facts that the war 
had been over for a year;; the world 
was supposed to be bankrupt and un¬ 
able to buy wheat at anything but a 
very low price; and there was plenty 
of wheat in the world to supply ail 
normal demands. 

We all know what the price of the 
1920 crop of wheat did under the old 
system of selling; we know where the 
price of the 1921 wheat went to; like¬ 
wise the price of the 1922 wheat; and 
we all know where the little Alberta 
Pool found the price when it began 
operations in October, 1923. It had 
fallen back to the old normal price 
position of around a dollar a bushel, 
or less, that it had been occupying in 
normal times for the last half century 
and every indication was that things 
would serenely pursue their easy way 
indefinitely—the producer taking the 
same old price for his wheat, and pay¬ 
ing the new and higher prices that 
were being demanded for what he had 
to buy. 

In 1924 the Canadian Popl began to 
operate with a large per cent, of the 
entire Canadian wheat. Everyone 
knows the result. Wheat prices were 
diverted from the old low channel to 
"higher levels. They tell us of short¬ 
ages, etc. but there was. enough wheat 
to supply the world’s demands, and 
prices did go to higher levels notwith¬ 
standing what was perhaps the most 
luckless selling ever done by the 
Southern Hemisphere. 

The Pool continued operations in 
1925 and 192j> with increasing 
amounts of wheat-and the results are 
known to the world. The farmers 
have continued to getVfom,25 to 40 
per cent more for their wheat than 
the history of the past 50 or 60 years 
warranted them to expect in normal 
times. Why the farmers should need 
any talk to supplement the accom¬ 
plishments of the Pool during the past 
three years is hard to understand. 

The observant, intelligent citizen¬ 
ship of Canada, and more or less of 
the world, give the Pool credit for bet 
ter selling of wheat. In fact I know 
of no class of people that rises up in 
condemnation of the Pool except the 
grain traders who have been buying 
and selling our wheat for profit only; 
and their condemnation sems to me to 
be more persistent than logical. 

The spokesman for the “Establish¬ 
ed Grain Trade” in their criticisms of 
the Pool do not attempt to show that 
the average price paid by the trade to, 
the non-Pool farmer is as great or, 
greater than the price the Pool farm-| 
er has received; nor do they attempt 
to show that'the price of all wheat' 
would be as great or greater if there I 
were no Pool. They do not make any I 
statement as to what the trade bought) 
at, and what it sold at, what the cost| 
of handling was, or what their profits j 
or losses were. In fact, their silence 
regarding their own activities is pro¬ 
found. I am sure they could give 
their customers and the general pub¬ 
lic more interesting and enlightening 
information regarding these matters I 
than they are giving regarding the 
Pool. They might also tell the public 
why they did so poorly in raising the 
price of farmers’ wheat before the 
Pool started; and why the price has 
been so much better since the Pool 
did start. 

In fact the whole campaign of the 
Grain Trade supporters against the 
Pool clearly indicates that they fully 
realize that they have no logical ar¬ 
gument against the Pool and none in 
defence of the Trade. About all they 
have offered in their own defence is 
the establishment of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange—for which they are 
entitled to full credit; and they have 
also done considerable talking about 
the supremacy of the ‘law of supply 
and demand.” They xj° not try to 
claim the credit of establishing this 
law, but thtsy do seem to expect us to 
infer that under this efficient and in¬ 
efficient selling are put on an equal 
basis. The Canadian fanners think 
differently. 

The principal argument used at the 
present time against the Pool is that 
the Pool fSrice this year was not as 
great as the average closing price of 
the grain market at Winnipeg on all 
selling days of the year. This item of 
information enlightens no one—nei¬ 
ther the Pool grower nor the non-Pool 
grower. What the grower—Pool and 
non-Pool—wants to know is what the 
Grain Dealer sold his wheat for; 
what he paid the grower, and how 
these prices compare with Pool prices 
and with the average closings. This 
information would be enlightening 
and inteiesting. The Trade has it and 
could give it regarding its own activi¬ 
ties. Why not ? It is the farmers’ 
wheat. The Trade wants to handle 
it for profit and surely it should take 
the farmer into its confidence and 
not expect the farmers to push the 
Pool into the discard and go blindly 
into the hands of a trade that will not 
discuss its own merits or demerits. 

Another thing the spokesman of the 
Grain Trade are stressing as an argu¬ 
ment is that the Pool is making use 
of the same facilities as the “Estab¬ 
lished Grain Trade” is>using, and con¬ 
sequently is operating under the 
same system. It would scarcely be 
less to the point to say that the 1'rade 
is handling its wheat through eleva¬ 
tors shipping on railroads to the sea¬ 
board, loading on ships and sending 
it to the world’s markets, and, as the 
Pool is inaugurating a new system of 
selling wheat, it should handle it in an 
entirely different manner. 

While the Pool will undoubtedly 
make any improvements it can in the 
system of handling wheat from the 
producer to the consumer, it was nev¬ 
er tfce idea of the growers to entirely 
change the present handling system. 
It has been made clear from the be¬ 
ginning that it'is a new system of 
selling that we proprose to establish
